The first necessary achieve- 
ment for Texas as a separate republic 
was to secure from foreign powers 
recognition of its independence. J. 
Pinckney Henderson was 
charge d' affairs to England and 
France in 1837. Soon after he reached 
France he began urging that govern- 
mont to give recognition to Texas. The 
Prime Minister moved cautiously, first 
sending instructions to the Minister 
at Washington, D. C., to dispatch an 
attaché to Texas to report conditions. 
Count Saligny was selected for this 
duty. He spent part of the spring 
and summer of that year in eras and 
returned to Paris to submit iis ob- 
servations. Accompanied by Mr. len- 

„ he called upon Marsha! Soult, 


then Premier. In the course of the 
conversation, Soult suddenly 
Henderson: 


“What ie the population of Texas?” 

This was a poser. Texas at that 
time only had 30,000 white people. In 
addition there were about 4,000 Mex 
icans and 14,200 Indians. Mexico, from 
which Texas had revolted, rad %,000,- 
000 inhabitants. It was customary 
among nations not to recognise the 
independence of a revo province 
unless it had at least 000 people. 
While Mr. Henderson was trying 
think up a reply to the question, 
Count Saligny relieved him from his 
predicament by remarking: 

“Your Excellency. 1 think 1,600,000 
will cover the number.” 

This settled the matter. 4 treaty 
of amity, commerce and navigation, 
recognizing the independence of Tex- 
as, Was signed Sept. 25, 1839, and Count 
Saligay was appointed charge d' af- 
fairs. When he reached New Orleans 
he exchanged French for Texas mon- 
ey at par, although the latter was cit- 
culating generally at a discount. He 
did this and many other things to 
manifest his friendliness for the new 
land to which he was accredited. He 
met with a cordial reception on arriv- 
ing in Austin. 

Count Saligny and his suite roomed 
and boarded at a hotel-kept by James 
Bullock. He had been there for some 
time when he asked to be presented 
with his bill, that he might pay it. The 
sum was much larger than the Count 
expected. He refused to pay. Arbi- 
trators were appointed and it was 
sealed to $315. Bullock repudiated the 
arbitration, demanded the full amount, 
and daily denounced Saligny all over 
town. Bullock by his talk, excited con- 
siderable popular prejudice against Sa- 
ligny. This was heightened by the 
latter securing the passage by the Tex- 
as House of Representatives of a bill 
granting a French company 3,000,000 
acres lying along the eastern frontier 
from the Red River to the Sabine, on 
condition that they locate not less 
han 8000 French colonists thereon.

One 
hundred and forty pounds of nails 
have been used for this purpose. One 
day these hogs entered even to my 
very chamber and ate my towels and 
destroyed my papers. On another oc- 
casion, a dozen of these very animals 
precipitated themselves in the midst 
of my horses for the purpose of eat- 
ing their corn. The horses, affrighted, 
upset the stable and trampled under- 
foot one of my domestics, who was 
dragged from under their heels with 
a great deal of difficulty and halt 
dead.

BUYS VALUABLE TRACT. 


Janes Company Pays Forty-eight 
Thousand Five Hundred Dollars 
for Eighty-three Acres. 

The Janss Company has purchased 
from Strong & Dickinson the Stephen- 
son-avenue tract of eighty-three acres, 
five blocks east of the city limits, on 
the extension of the East Seventh- 
street car line, for a consideration of 
$48,000. It has already been subdi- 
vided, and the Janss Company is pre- 
paring to complete the street work. 
The buyers own and control about 500 
acres of land in this section, lying be- 
tween East Side boulevard on the 
north and extending to a few hundred 
feet south of Stephenson avenue, or 
East Seventh street, as it will event- 
ually be known, and from the city lim- 
its east. This has all been subdivided 
and most of it has been sold to home- 
seekers, mostly of the laboring class, 
as the land is near the industrial sec- 
tion. 

The Janss Company has its own wa- 
ter supply plant, consisting of three 
wells, and is developing another at the 
south end of its holdings. The company 
is building a pumping plant of rein- 
forced concrete and has laid a four- 
teen-inch main from the south end of 
the tracts to a reservoir on a hill to 
the north, a distance of 8500 feet. From 
there the water is distributed to the 
houses, the system already serving 900 
taps, which on the basis of five persons 
to a family indicates a population of 
4500. The new plant wil! cost $30,000.

rections. The unprecedented stampede | 
to Rawhide brought many thousands 
to the State from all quarters of the | 
United States, and many of these have | 
found that the task of supporting life 
was almost impossible inthe congested 
state of affairs. Many have therefore 
been forced out into the surrounding 
country, with the result that within 
the past few months more important 
finds have been made than at any 
other time in the history of Nevada. 
Beginning with Rawhide, with its 
population of 10,000 acquired within
